After a very short get- 
together meeting, there will follow an open forum on any of 
the particular problems met with in this library, and an in- 
spection of the museum, 


The chairman will welcome any expressions of 
opinion both as to the formation and the activities of the 
new Museum Group; also the present possibility of your 
attending this, the first meeting. In order to have the 
list correct for mailing purposes, a reply will be greatly 
appreciated.
